GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Postmaster-General Wanamaker Has Not 
Given Up Postal Telegraphy. 

Wasninoton, D.C., Feb, 15.—[{Special. }—Post- 
master-General Wanamaker does not consider the 
action of the House Committee on P 3 
and Post Roads touching the Postal Telegraph 
bill as final, and is determined that the country 
shall understand the subject, at least, before it is 
finally disposed of. The action of the committee 
is considered only as an attempt to smother the 
question and prevent ite being discussed. “The 
argument of ‘paternalism’ so frequently made 
against limited postal telegraphy,” said the Post- 
master-General, “does not apply at all to the 
measures which were before the committee. It is 
not proposed now that the United States shall 
construct and operate telegraph lines of its own 
in ite entirety, but that the Government shall con- 
tract with existing or future companies and that 
the free delivery post-office may be used for the 
purpose. This would cheapen telegraphy to- the 
people and would in the end benefit private com- 
panies by giving them a largely increased busi- 
ness. In fact, both the people and the companies 
would be benefited. 

“No I have not yet given up the hope that the 
subject may be brought up for discussion so that 
the purposes and objects had in view may be 
thoroughly understood. Sooner or later, when 
they are understood, I believe the people will de- 
mand that the Government do its full duty ander 
the powers given it for the transmission of intel- 
ligence by the best means to be had, and the most 
expeditious and economical.”

VICTOR YARROS ON SOCIAL PROBLEMS. 


An Avowed Anarchist Lectures Before the 
Economie Conference, 

. An avowed Anarchist of Russian birth gave 
his views of the social problem at a meeting 
of the Economic Conference in the Auditor- 
ium Recital-Hall last night. Victor Yarros is 
his name, and he is associate-editor of an 
anarchistic paper published in Boston. The 
attendance was greater than the seating ca- 
pacity of the hall, and many took positions 
around the edge of the rostrum. 

Although an Anarchist, Mr. Yarros is 
not’ one of the Herr Most type. He 
does not believe in bloodshed and riot 
as a means for bringing about his ideal form 
of social life. Strange as it may seem, he be- 
lieved in monopoly of a certain sort’and said 
that manufacturers had the right to such 

wages as they saw fit. He did not, however, 
believe in the meneeey SS of the Government in 
regard to carrying This business 
should be given over to private corporations. 

In his introduction the speaker referred to a 
book by ex-Capt. Schaack, “The Rise and 
Fall of Anarchy,” and said if the literary po- 
liceman were right and anarchy had really 
fallen through chars would be but little use in 
discussing the question. But the anarchy to 
which the policeman referred and that of - the 
speaker differed widely. 

He quoted largely from Spencer and Huxley 
and’ gave the views of philosophe 
the social problem.
